DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

The Amendment, filed on October 7, 2003, has been entered and acknowledged by the 
Examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-20 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant's arguments, see Page 8-10, filed October 7, 2003, with respect to claims 1-7 
and 12 have been fully considered and are found persuasive. Particularly, Applicant arguments 
that the prior art of record fails to disclose the limitation of a wavelength at a peak of light 
emission of the light-emitting layer corresponding to a wavelength at a peak of transmittance of 
the transparent electrode, as recited in independent claim 1 , and the limitation of a film 
thickness chosen so that a peak in the transmittance of the transparent electrode corresponds 
to a peak in the emission spectrum of the light emitting layer as recited in independent claims 2- 
7 and 12, are persuasive. Furthermore, there is no teaching or suggestion in the prior art 
references of an obvious motivation to combine and modify the invention to provide for the 
missing limitations. Claims 8-11 and 13-20 are allowable because of their dependency status 
from claims 1-7 and 12.
